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ROSENBERG, as rcMorted to the New York Office by DAVID 
GREENGLASS, 


MANES stated that he had no recollection of visiting the 
ROSENBEHGS during 19^6 or 194?, but that he did recall being 
at the ROSENBERG apartment on several occasions during October 
and November 19^5 » during which period he was employed on 
a fellowship at Duke University, Durham, North Carolina. 

MANES advised that sometime during October 1945 he had burned 
his right arm while conducting research at Duke University 
and, being unable to continue his studies, decided to spend ' 
several days visiting relatives In New York City. He said 
that about Thanksgiving (late November )1945 he again spent 
several days at New York City after his mother had suffered 
a serious stroke. According to MANES he visited the 
ROSENBERGS several times during the two trips; however, he 
said he could recall only one occasion when there were more 
than himself and the ROSENBERGS present, and it was his 
belief that this occasion was during his second visit, or 
during November, 1945. 


The meeting In question, MANES continued, was merely an 
Informal get-together between himself, the ROSENBERGS, eJi6, 
some of the letter’s close friends. M-iNES stated that the 
meeting took place one evening at the ROSENBERG’S apartment 
end he recalled the following as being present: 


JULIUS ROSENBERG, ^ 

ETHE!>ROSENBERG, 

DAVID GREENGLASS and possibly his wife, 

RUTH GREENGL*\SS, 

BEHNAR&'-GREENGLASS and his wife, and one of

He further stated that other persons may have been present 
briefly, but said that he had no recollection of any specific 
person and the names, VIVIAN GLASSM4iN and JOEL a\RR, were not 
known to him. Moreover, when photographs of OLASSMAN and BARR 
were exhibited to M/lNES, he stated that he had never seen alt he 
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of these individuals, either at the ROSENBERG apartment or . 
at any other time, 

HANES had a vague recollection of BERNARD GREENGI^ASS recounting 
his experiences in the United States Army, and of DAVIS GREEN- 
GLASS making a passing reference to the, fact that he had 
formerly been employed on the Atom Bomb Project at Los Alamos, 
New Hexlco, but he could not recall any other details of the 
meeting, MjINES could not dcflnltely recall which of his two 
brothers, DANIEL or Lil WHENCE, was present at the meeting, but .. 
thought it was probably lui WHENCE. 

No other information of value was furnished by MANES during 
this Interview, 
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AT BRIDGEVILLE, PENNSYLVANIA 

On June 11, 1951, Mrs. Ci\ROL FREEHi\N..MANES was interviewed at 
her home, 356 Rock Hill Road, Brldg'eville, Mis MANES stated 
that she had no recollection of being present at the meeting 
held at the ROSENBERG apartment in New York City in November, 
1945, at which D/iVID GREENGLASS, BERNARD GREENGLASS, JULIUS 
ROSENBERG, ETHEL ROSENBERG, and her husband, MILTON IMOiES, were 
present. She said that she only visited the ROSENBERG 
•apartment a few times and had never met either DAVID or RUTH 
GREENGLilSS at the ROSENBERG residence, Mrs. M^'iNES specifically 
recalled one visit with her husband to the ROSE^ERGS about 
November, 1945, at which time both ROSENBERGS as well as 
L/iWRENCE Mi'*NES were present. She described this meeting as 
only a brief social call end stated that she was certain that 
neither DAVID nor RUTH GREENGL-iSS was present on this occasion 

Photographs of VIVIAN GLASSMiVN and JOEL B/kRR were exhlbl-ted to 
Mrs. MiiNES and she stated that she had never seen either of 
these persons, either at the ROSENBERG apartment or at any 
other time. 
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It Is noted that substantially the same 
information concerning his visit to the ROSENBERG Apartment 
in November, 19^5 » was furnished by MILTON MANES during 
interview by Pittsburgh Agents on August 15 > 1950, in 
connection with a lead set forth in the -case entitled 
‘•JULIUS ROSENBERG, et al, ESPIONAGE - R,” 

No leads are being set forth to interview 
either of MILTON M'.NES' brothers, DANIEL or LAWRENCE KOINES, 
and this is being left to the discretion of the New York 
Office, which is origin in this case* It is noted, however, 
that during interview on May 27 , 1951 1 MILTON M.»NES advised 
that L-I.WRENCE Mi^NES is presently residing at 1401 Prospect 
Place, Brooklyn 13, New York. The exact residence of D/iNIEL 
MilNES was not known to MILTON MANES, however, DANIEL M***NES 
is believed to be residing in the borough of the Bronx,
